and after wards during the ſecond Interval when tho' there 
was a fair Opportunity offei d of knowing its Natuse and 
Degree, yer it was the ſame thing to them as if there ne- 
ver had ; ſo ſtupid were they in the ceading,or ſo regard- 
Jeſs of thoſe Colours which moſt People are willing to 
have for violent Reſentments, I comenow nr.
